IDAHO: The index of prices. received by Taaho farmers on November 15, 1951 was seven 
points (2 percent) higher than last month and 46 points (17 percent) above the same 
date last year, according to the CROP REPORTING SERVICE for Idaho. 


Chief reason for the increase over lasti month was the rise in the average price of 
alfalfa hay from 421.00 to §26.50 per loose tone ‘Wheat gained an average of 9¢ per 
bushel, oats was up 8¢ and barley gained 16¢ per bushel. Consequently the feed crop 
index, including hay, was up 28 points. Potatoes gained 20¢ per bushel and dry bea: 
30¢ per cwt. Clover and alfalfa seed increased AlSO. The all crop index was up 21 _ 
points over last months 


The livestock and livestock products index’ was lower by 9 points. Each meat animal 
species showed a decline. Hogs ‘declined from an average of 421.20 to yl8.80 per owt 
cattle were down a dollar and lambs 60¢ per cwt. Chickens were lower, but eggs 
gained 3¢ een dozen and butterfat was up 3¢ per pounds

at $01 percent of the 1910-14 average on November 15 was 25 points (9 percent) above 
a year ago. During the past month meat animals, citrus fruits, corn, chickens, and 
wool declined in price. These declines only partially offset price increases for 
most other commodities.

During the same.period, higher prices for food and feed, together with a reflection 
of increased excise taxes in new car prices, were, primarily responsible for raising 
the Parity Index (Prices Paid, Interest, Taxes, and Wage Rates) to a new high at 284 
percent of the 1910-14 average.
